rORXRAITS o r SENATORS.

WASHiMiTON, March 15.—The poorest seats 
In the senate are given to the new members. 
They are put on the back row, and are treat- 
ed w-ith a sort of condescension by the older 
senators. They are looked upon as the babies 
of the senatorial family, and for the firgt year 
or two of theii- ser\'ice they are exx^ected to 
act like good children, and be seen and not 
heard. 
There are a number of senatorial 
babies in the chamber to-day, and the major- 
ity of these are but little known to the people 
of the country. Senator Spooner is the small- 
est of them, and he is much disgusted at the 
fact that public men about Washington com- 
ment upon his diminutive size. He is grow- 
ing tii-ed of being taken for a boy in the sen- 
ate corridors, and the other day a laugh went 
round the country at his indignant response 
to a criticism, in which he jumped to his feet 
and exclaimed: "Great Sco't! Do you thmk 
a man has to be seventeen feet high to be a , 
United States senator I" 


SENATOR PA'TCTL 
a member of the lower house at the

Bpooner Ls by no means seventeen feet high. 
He wiU not measure more than five feet five, 
and he looks like a boy gs he sits there on the 
bac!k row of seats, beside his fat, bald-headed 
colleague, Philetus Sawj'er. 
He does not 
weigh. I should think, over 125 pounds, and 
he lacks the impressiveness which size and 
weight gives to the public man. 
Still he has 
already made himself a name here in congress, 
and ho is ]:)ointed out as one of the most prom- 
ising meml)ers of the senate. 
There is no 
better orator in the body, and the laughter of 
his fellows was turned into esteem by his elo- 
quent oration on Hendricks, which electrified 
both senate and galleries, and made Spooner 
talked of all over the country. 
After this 
sp^^h a friend said to Spooner: "I think you 
will 
receive a different treatment 
from 
your fellow senators after this." 
"I don't 
know about that," was the reply of the little 
senator, "but I would like to have them 
understand that I am neither a boy nor a 
fooL" Senator Sp>ooner does not look to be 
over 40 years of age. He has a round head 
covered with dark auburn hair which stands 
out on every side like the snakes of Medusa, 
a smooth shaven rough skinned face which is 
remarkably open and friendly, and a little 
short stubby red mustache. 
He is not a bad 
looking fellow, and he has considerable per- 
sonal maf^iietism. 
He makes friends easily, 
and I have yet to heai- of hLs having an 
enemy in Wa,shington.. He is an Indiana 
man by bij th, who went early to Wisconsin, 
and began life there as the private secretary 1 
of Grovernor Fairchild. 
After he left this 
poeition he began the practice of the law, and 
last year he had gotten such a reputation 
that ho beat his old chief, Fairchild, in his 
contest for the senate. Old judges of Wis- 
consin tell me Spooner has one of the fines', 
legal minds in this country. 
He was con- 
nected for yeai-s with the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Omaha railroad, at a salary of $10,000 
a year, and he can make any day a number

Spooner is very generous. 
He 
llkeB good living, and he is too free vdth his 
money to lay up very much. Though he has 
made a great deal of money in his life, I sup- 
pose he is worth less than f100,000 to-day. 
He may be a millionaire some time, but it is 
highly improbable. 


To the right of Spooner sit two other new 
senators, and these two are among the most 
noted of the additions to the senate. One 
looks like a thin old grandmothci- in specs, 
and the other is a stocky, fuil-bearded] 
bright-eyed 
fellow, 
with 
a 
blue 
polka- 
dot 
necktie, 
who 
appears 
to 
take 
life 
very 
easy. 
The 
grandmother 
is 
Senator Payne, of Ohio, and his easy- 
going neighbor is 
Eustis, of Louisi- 
ana. 
Both Payne 
;and Eustis are rich, 
•and both of them 
'have been noted be- 
'fore now. Payne 
for yeai-s has fig- 
m-ed as a presiden- 
tial candidate. He 
came within a few 
votes of being elect- 
ed to t h e senate 
more than 
thirty 
years a g o , when 
Ben Wade was first 
chosen, and he was 
time 


Hayes was elected president. Senator Payne is 
nearly- six feet taU. His shoulders are slightly 
bent, and his smooth-shaven face has numer- 
ous wrinkles. 
His forehead is high, and there 
is a couple of inches of baldness just above it. 
At the side and back of this, fine silky gi-ay 
hairs juts out, and the whole expre.ssion of the 
face below is that of benevolence personified. 
As you look at him he appears very simple 
and very honest. I doubt not that he is both, 
but allied to his simplicity and honesty there 
is g^eat political sagacity, and the man who 
expects to i-atch Senator Paj'ne asleep wiU 
have to rise very early in the morning. 
Though Payne is one of the oldest members 
of the senate he is one of the most active. 
Every atom of that long thin frame of his is 
made up of bone, muscle and brain. At 75 
he has all his faculties in perfect repair, and 
he walks out to the Capitol from his home 
above the White House every day. 
He keeps 
house here at Washington, and his wife is as 
plain, kind and simple as he. He is very 
proud of his son-in-law, Secretary "Whitney, 
and I doubt not he hopes to see his daughter, 
Mr. Whitney's wife, presiding over the White 
House .some day. 


Senator C'hace, of Rhode Island, sits on the 
Republican side, very near Stanford, the 
California millionaire. He is the only Quaker 
in the senatt" and it is said the only Quaker 
who has over been in that body. 
Chace 
comes from Massachusetts originally, but he j 
now lives in Rhode island. 
His ancestorf» for 
generations back hare been cotton factors, 
and all of his great grandfather's male de- 


and he steps up to the vioe-president's rostrmn 
as though he had never had more than one 
leg, and had been engaged in climbing stairs 
all his life upon crutches. As he stands up upon 
his one leg at the side of his desk you see 
that h^ is about six feet tall, and when he 
hides his legs behind it he appears to be the 
perfection of physical vigor. 
Senator Berry 
has Attomey-Gleneral Garland's seat in the 
senate. He is an Alabama man by birth, 
and was speaker of tbe Arkansas legislature 
before he came to Washington. 
He lost his 
leg as a Confederate soldier, at the battle of 
Corinth, and the last public office he held was 
that of governoir of his state. 


Senator Berry comes from the northern 
part of Arkansas. 
His colleague comes from 
the cotton region of the state. Senator Jones 
is taller than Berry, and I think there is no 
taller man in the senate than he. 
He is sir 
feet and more in his stockings and he must 
weigh over 200 pounds. He has very broad

Though 
he wears 
good 
clothes Senator Jones does not care much for 
personal appearances. He wears a suit of 
black diagonal with the coat full breasted 
and never buttoned, save when he has his 
picture taken. His vest is generally open to 
the lowest button and his full expanse 
of white bosomed shirt shows for full two 
feet below his chin. He is 56 years old, 
was a private soldier, as he says in his con- 
gressional autobiography, on the losing side, 
and had served four years in the house when 
he was elected to the senate last year.

Senatoi- P^ustis is one of the wealthy aris- 
tocrats of the south. 
His family is one of the 
oldest in the country, and one of hLs ancestors

Senator Eustis him- 
self ha.s been in the 
senate before, and 
he attracts especial 
attention now as 
being the mo.st for- 
midable of the pres- 
ident's opponent s on 
the DemtK-ratic side 
of the house. Ei t 
is so rich and well- 
bred that he cares 
nothing for office. 
and he is not ae- 
pendantuiK>n presi- 
dential 
patronage 
in the least. 
He is a man of p;reat brains 
and high culture. 
Ho is a graduate of Har- 
vard, ayd speaks French fluently. He inher- 
ited a million and has practiced law for fun. 
He has a fine residence in New Orle;ins, and 
now lives here at Washington in Justice Har- 
lan's residence, in the same block in which 
Blaine wrote much of his book. 
Senator 
Eustis is a well made man of 50 years. 
He is 
tall and broad shouldered, and he dresses in a 
well made suit of a business cut. 
In the sen- 
ate he pays close attention to the proceedings 
and reads or writes with a pair of black 
rubber-rimmed eye glasses, fastened half waj 
down upon hLs nose.

ST. PETEKSBTTBG, March 20.—-General 
Appert, the 
French 
ambassador to 
Russia, has received letters of recall. 
When General Appert has left Russia, 
Baron Mohrenheim, the Russian am- 
bassador to France, will transfer his res- 
idence from Paris to Cannes, or perhaps 
just beyond the French frontier in order 
to mark Russia's disapproval of the 
reasons of General Appert's recall.

Y N , March 14.—Rev. T. De Witt 
Talinage, D. D., preached to-day in the Brook- 
lyn Tabernacle the tenth of his series of eer- 
mgns on '-Tlie Marriage Ring," the subject 
being '-The Sistt^r's Influence 
Upon Her 
Brotlicrs." 
Th(i pastor 
first 
read and ex- 
pounded a cliapter in Exodus, on the ci-ossing 
of the litid Sfa, and spoke of the water on 
eitboi-side of the I.si-aelites as "crystal pali- 
sades." 
The liynin sung was: 


Conic, thim fount of every blessingt, 


U uno my lioart to sing thy uracil. 
The text was Exodus ii, 4: 
"And Ills sister 
stood afai- ofT, to wit what would lie done to 
hiui."' 
Dr. Tahiiage said: 


Princess Thennutis, daughter of Pharaoh, 
looking out thi'ough 
lattice of hei- bath- 
ing house oil the banks of the Nile, saw a 
curious boat on the river. 
It had neither oar 
nor hi lin, and they would have been useless 
anyhow. 
There was only one })asseuger, and 
that a l>aby boy. 
But the Mayflower that 
broiight the pilgrim fathers to America car- 
ried not so pi ecious a load. 
The boat was 
made of the broad leaves of papyi'us. tightened 
togethei' by bitumen. 
Boats were sometimes 
m:uio of (hat material, a.s we loarn from 
Pliny and Herodotus and Theo))lu-a.stus. ''Kill 
all the Hebrew 
children born," had 
been 
Pharaoh s order. To save her boy, Jochebed, 
the mother of little Mo.ses, had put him in 
that f)uei'r boat an<l launched him. 
His sis- 
ter 
31 i ria m stood on the bank watching that 
precious craft. 
She was far enough off not 
to (ii-aw attention to the Iwat, but near 
enough to oiffn- i)i-otection. 
There she stands 
on the baiik. 
Miriam the jioetess, Miriam 
the quick-witted, Miriam the faithful, though 
very human, for in aft^er time she became so 
mad with that very brother foi- marrying a 
woman slie did not like, that she made a 
great family row and was 
struck 
with 
leprosy. 


Miriam was a sjilendid .sister, but had her 
faults, like all the rest of us. 
How earefully 
she wat<-hed the boat containing her brother! 
A strong 
ind might ujiset it. The buffaloes, 
oftcji found thei-e. might in a su<lden plunge 
of thii-st sink it. 
Some ravenous water fowl 
might swoop and pick his eyes out with iron 
beal^ 
Some 
crocoilile or hi¡>iK)i)otaniU3 
crawling through the rushes might cranch 
the babe. 
Miriam 
watched and wat<-hed 
until Prince^ss Thermutis, a maiden on each 
side of lier holding palm leaves over her head 
to shelter her from the sun, came down 
and entered her bathing 
house. 
When 
from 
the lattice 
she sa\A- that 
l)oat 
she ord(M-efl it brought, and when the leaves 
wei'e pulled I lack from thè face of the child 
and the bo^- looked up, he cried aloud, for he 
was hungry and frightened aufl would not 
even let the prince.ss take him. 
The infant 
would i-ather .stay hungrj' than acknowledge 
any one of the court as mother. Now Miriam, 
the sister, incognito, no one susijccting her 
relation to the child, leaps from the bank and 
rushes down and offers to get a nui-se to 
pacify the i-hild. Consent is given, she brings 
Jochebed, the baby's 
mother, 
incognito, 
not 
sure 
of the court 
knowing 
that 
she was the mother, and wlien 
Joch- 
elxid 
arrived the child 
stopjied 
crying, 
for its fright Avas calmed and its hunger ap- 
pea-sed. 
Yrni may 
admire 
Jochebed, the 
mothei-, find all the ages may admire Moses, 
but I cla]> my hands in applause a t the be- 
hav-ior of Miriam, the faithful, bi-iUiant and 
strategic sistej-. 


"Go home," some one might have said to 
Miriam, " W h y risk youi'self out there alono 
on the banks of the Nile, breathing the 
miasma and in danger of being attacked df 
wild beast or ruffian; go home!" No, Miriam, 
the 
sister, 
most 
lovingly 
watched and 
bravely 
defended 
Moses, the 
brother. 
Is he worthy 
her care and courage? 
Oh, 
3^es; the 
sixty 
centuries 
of 
the 
v,forkrs history 
have 
nevei- had so 
much involved in the arrival of any ship a t 
any port as in the landing of that papyrus 
boat caulked with bitumen. 
Its one passen- 
ger was to be a nonesuch in history. Law- 
yer, statesman, politician, legislator, organ- 
izer, conqueror, deliverer. 
He had such re- 
markable beauty in childhood that, Josephus 
says, when he was carried along the road, 
people stoi)p(;<l to gaze a t him, and workmen 
would leave their work to admire 
him. 
When the king playfully put his crown upon 
this boy, he thi-ew it off indignantly and put 
his foot on it. The king, fearing that this 
might 
be a 
sign 
that 
the 
child 
might yet take down his crown, applied an- 
other test. 
According to the Jewish legend, 
the king ordei-ed two bowls to be put before 
the child, one containing rubies and the other 
burning coals; and if he took the coals he was 
to live, and if he took the rubies he was to 
die. 
Foi- some reason, the child took one of 
the coals aiul put it in his mouth, so that his 
life was s}>ared, although it burned the tongue 
till he was indistinct of uttei'ance. ever after. 
Having come to manhood, he spi-ead open the 
palms of his hands in praj'er, aufl the Red 
sea parted to let 2,.5f)0,000 people 
escape. 
And he put the palms of his hands together 
In prayer, and the Red sea closed on a sti-angu- 
lated host. 


His life w as unutterably grand ; his burial 
must be on the same scale. 
God would let 
neither man nor saint nor archangel have 
anything to do with weaving for Him a 
shroud or digging for Him a gi-ave. 
The om- 
nipotent God left His throne in heaven one 
day, and if the question was asked, "Whither 
is the King of the Universe going?' the an- 
swer was, "I am going down to bury Moses." 
And the Lord took this mighte.st of men to 
the top of a hill, and the day was clear, and 
Hoses ran his eye over the magnificent range 
of comtry. Herei the ralley of Esdraalop^ 


where the final battle of all nations is to be 
fought; and yonder, the moimtains Hermon 
and Lebanon and G«rizim, and hills of Judea; 
and the village of Bethlehem there, and the city 
of Jericho yonder, and the vast stretch of 
landscape that almost took the old lawgiver's 
breath away as he looked at it. 
And then, 
without a pang, as I learn from the state- 
ment that the eye of Moses was .undimmed 
and his natural force unabated, Grod touched 
the great lawgiver's eyes, and they closed; 
and his lungs, and they ceased; and his heart, 
and it stopped; and 
commanded, 
saying, 
'To the skies, thou immortal spirit !" And 
then one divine hand was put against the 
back of Moses, and the other hand against 
the pulseless breast, and God laid him softly 
down on Mount Nebo, and then the lawgiver, 
lifted in the Almighty's arms, was carried 
to the opening of a cave and placed in a 
crypt, and one stroke • of the Divine hand 
smoothed the features into an 
everlasting 
cahn, and a rock was rolled to the door, and 
the only obsequies at which Gtod did all the 
offices of priest and undertaker and grave- 
digger and mourner were ended. 


Oh, was not Miriam, the' sister of Moses, 
doing a good thing, a n important thing, a 
glorious thing when she watched the boat 
woven of river plants and made water tight 
with asphaltum, carrying its one passenger? 
Did she not put all the ages of time and of a 
coming eternity under obligation when she 
defended her helpless brother from the perüb 
aquatic, reptilian and ravenous? 
She it was 
that brought fthat wonderful babe and his 
mother together, so that he was 
reared 
to be the deliverer of his nation, when 
otherwise, 
if saved 
a t all fram the 
rushes 
of the Nile, 
he would 
have 
lieen only one more of the God-defying 
Pharaohs; for Princess Thermiitis of the 
bathing house would have 
inherited the 
crovm of Egy^it, and as she had no chüd of 
her own, this adopted child would have come 
to coronation. 
Had there been no Miriam 
there would have been, no Moses. 
W h a t a 
garland for faithful sistei-hood! 
For how 
many a lawgiver, and how many a hero, 
and how manj^ a deliverer, and how many a 
saint are the world and the church indebted 
to a wat<'hful, loving, faithful, godly sister? 
Come up, out of the farm hou.ses! Come 
up 
out of the inconspicuous 
homes! 
Come 
up 
from 
the l)anks 
of the 
Hudson 
and the Penobscot 
and 
the 
Savannah and the Mobile and the Mississippi 
and all the other Niles of America, and let 
us see you, the Miriams who watched and 
proteet<^d the leaders in law and inedii-ine 
and mei ehandise ami a r t and agriculture and 
medianità and religion: If I should ask all 
these ph3-si<'ian,s an<l attorneys and inerehants 
iind ministers of i-eligion and «iieces-sful men 
of all jirofes.sions and ti-ades wlio ai'e indebt<'d 
to an elih'r sister for good influences and 
perhaps for an e<lu> fition or a prosperous 
stai't, to rise, they would rise by the hundreds. 
God knows how many of our Greek lexicons 
and how much of our sciiooling was paid for 
by money that would otherwise have gone 
for the replenishing of a sister's wardrol)e. 
While the brother sailed off foi- a i-esounding 
sphere the sist<.n- watched him from the banks 
of self denial. 


Mii-iam was the oldest of the family, Moses 
and Aaron, her brothers, and younger. Oh, 
the powei- of the elder sister to help decide 
the brother's character for usefulness and for 
heaven ! 
She can keep off from her brother 
more evils than Miriam could have driven 
back*wati^rfowl or ciocodile from the ark of 
bulrushe.s. 
The older sistei- decides the direc- 
tion in which the cradleboat shall sail. By 
gentleness, by good sense, by Christian pi'inci- 
ple she car. turn it toward the palace, not of 
a wicked Pharaoh, but of a holy God : and a 
brighter princess than Thei-mutis shall lift 
him out of peril, even religion, whoso wa\'s 
are ways of pl(>asantness, and all her i)aths 
ai-e peace. 
The oUler sistc-r, how much the 
world owes her ! 
Bom while 3'et the family 
W!vs in limited circumstances, .she hail to hold 
and take care of her younger brothei s. And 
if there is anything thatexc'it<js my sy'npathy, 
it is a little gii'l lugging round a great fat 
child, and ;j;etting her ears boxed because she 
cannot keep him <iuiet. By tho time she 
•gets to young 
womanhooi^, she Ls pale 
and 
worn 
out, and her 
attractive- 
ness has been 
sacrificed on the altar 
of sisterly fidelity, and she is {V)iisigued to 
celibacy, and .society calls her by an ungal- 
lanl. name; but in ht^iven 
they c;ill her 
Mii iam. 
In most families the two most un- 
dcsirabh; i)lact!s in tlie record f)f biiths are 
the fij-st and the l.-ist—the first, because she is 
worn out with the cares of a home that car. 
not afford to hire help, and the liist. becausr, 
she is sjioilod as a pet. 
.Among the grandest 
equipages that sweep through tho .streets of 
heaven will be those occupied by si.sters whf> 
sacrificecl themselves for brothers. 
They 
will have the fine.st of the Apocalyptic whiU' 
horses, and many who on eartli looked down 
upon them will have to tui-n out to let them 
pass. 


Let sistei s not begrudge tho time and care 
bestowed on a brothi'r. It is hard to believe 
t'/iat any boy that you know so well as your 
brother can ever turn out anj'thing very use- 
iftl. 
Well, he may not be a Moses. 
There is 
only one of that kind needed for 0,000 yeai-s. 
But I tell you what youi- brother will be— 
either a blessing or a curse to societj' and a 
candidate for happiness or wretchedness. He 
will, -like Moses, have the choice 
between 
rubies and living coals, and your influence 
will have much to do with his decision. 
He may not, like Moses, be the deliverer of a 
nation, but he may, after your father and 
mother are gone, be the deliverer of a house- 
hold. 
W h a t thousands of homes to-day are 
piloted by brothei-s! 
There are ju-operties 
now well invested and yielding income for 
the support of sisters and younger brothers, 
because the older brother rose to the leader- 
ship from 
the day the father laid dowTi 
to die. Whatever you do for your brother 
wiU 
come 
back t<j you again. 
If you 
set 
him a n ill-natm-ed, 
censorious, 
unac- 
commodatmg 
examjile, 
it 
will 
recoil 
upon you from his own iriitated and de- 
spoiled nature. 
If you, by -patience with all 
his infiinnities and by nobility of character, 
dwell with him, in the few years of your 
companionship, you will have your counsels 
reflected back ujxju you some day by his 
splendor of behavior in some crisis where he 
would have failed but for you. 


Don't snub 
him. 
Don't depreciate his 
ability. 
Don't talk discouragingly about his 
future. 
Don't let Miriam get down off the 
bank of the Nile and wade out and upset the 
ark of bulnishes. 
Don't tease him. 
Bröthens 
and sisters do not consider it any harm t» 
tease. That sph-it abroad in the family is one 
of the meanast and most devilish. 
There is a 
teasing that is pleasurable and Ls onl} 
another 
form of innocent 
railery, 
Jjut 
that 
which 
provokes and irritates and 
makes 
the eye 
flush 
with 
anger 
to 
be reprehended. It 
wouhl 
be less 
blameworthy to take a bunch of thorns and 
draw them aci'oss your sister's cheek, or to 
take a knife and draw its sharp edge across 
your brother's hand till the blood spurts, for 
that would damage only the body ; but teas 
ing is the thorn and the knife scratching and 
lacerating the disposition and the soul. I t is 
the cui-se of innumerable households that tho 
brothers tease the sisters and the sisters the 
brothei-s. 
Sometimes it is the color of the 
hair, or the shape of the features, or an affair 
of the heart. 
Sometimes it is by revealing a 
secret or by a suggestive look, or a guffaw 
or Hfl "Ahem!" 
Tease! tease! tease! For 
Gkxi's sake quit it. Christ says: "He that 
i hateth his brother is a murderer " 
Now, 
I when you, by teasing, make your ft-other or 
sister hate, you turn him or her into a mui-- 
derer or murderess.

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as it so often does, because her brother gets 
more honor or more means. 
Even Miriam, 
the heroine of the text, was sti-uck by that 
evil passion of jealousy. 
She had possessed 
unlimited influence over Moses, and now he 
marries, and not only so, but marries a black 
woman f r o m Ethiopia, and Miriam is so dis- 
gusted and outraged at Moses, first because 
he had raaiTied a t all, and next, because he 
had 
practiced 
miscegenation, that she is 
drawn into a frenzy and then begins to tm-n 
white, and gets white as a coi-pse, and then 
whiter than a corpse. 
Her comi>lexion is 
like 
chalk; the fact 
is, she has the 
Egyptian leprosy. 
And now the brother, 
whom she had defended on the Nile, comes to 
her rescue, in a prayer that brings her restora- 
tion. 
Left there be no room in all yom* house 
for jealousy either to sit or stand. I t is a 
leprous abomination. 
Yom- brother's suc- 
cess, O sistei-s, is yom* success. 
HLs victories

Religious people have 
unwittingly 
and imwisely produced an impression that 
morality is 
nothing. 
I 
say 
that 
piety 
without morality is nothing. 
You might as 
well try t< > bring forth harvest without soil. 
And what is moralijy? It is living right to- 
ward oui'selves and our fellow men. 
It is 
not only good for men in this world, but it 
is 
the 
foundation 
on 
which 
piety 
is 
to 
be 
built. 
Many 
persons 
of 
piety 
break down 
because 
while 
they 
have 
reverence 
and 
veneration. 
and 
now 
and 
then I'hapsofly, yet in their 
personal 
private life they are so full of faults that 
everybody has occasion to susi^ect that they 
are not very religious after all, ami this stis- 
picion is generally verified. 
But the next 
step higher than morality is self-cultivation, 
and that is the life of religion. 
It is one of 
self development, and there is a step still 
higher,when men put themselves under church 
relations, and under institutions to increase 
their knowledge of duty and to help them 
perform it. 
Thej-e is no charm attached to 
the church; it simply has helpfulness in it. 
A man mny live a Christian life outside of it. 
So man may raise fruit at the side of the 
road, but the boy.s will Ixi very 
apt 
to 
steal 
it; 
wlioi-ea.s 
a 
sbelterod 
be- 


hind the wall will carry its fruit to the l ight 
hands as well as be permitted to ripen it 
fully. 
I don't 
wish 
to 
instill the 
idea 
that you can't live a Christian life unle.ss 
you join the church. 
You can. 
A man may 
go to Califoniia 'cross lots if he has a mind 
to; and if lie gets there, he has got there, 
that's all. 
But that's not the easiest way, 
nor the most likely way to get him there. 
A 
man may educate himself, but it's better for 
him to go to school. 
It will facilitate the 
matter. 
And the moment a man comes into 
church relation he aspires to something higher, 
or ought to, than mere morality and virtue,and 
seeks to lay the foundations of such states of 
character and such attributes as will fit him 
for another life and a higher one. 
So then, 
there 
is a grade 
higher than 
the 
aver- 
age church 
life. 
It may 
be 
combined 
with 
chui-ch 
life, or it m a y exist with- ) 
out 
it. 
It 
i.s a 
life 
in 
which 
men 
make 
arrangements 
not 
merely 
to 
re- 
%give, but to give. 
The essential spirit of re- 
ligion is like a mirror, that takes beams of 
light, but reflects them all and don't absorb 
them. 
And men come to the highej- level of 
moral life when, having received 
benefits, 
they begin to feed as well as to be fed. 
Such 
jjersons 
are 
called 
public 
spirited- 
They 
are 
in 
sympathy, 
and 
try 
to 
minister to the whole human family. 
This 
is thought to ]je an evidence of gi-eat piety. 
Well, it is a fruit of piety. 
It is not the 
highest piety, but it ought to be a part of 
every piety. 


Now, to j)ersons in the habit of all the 
duties of 
church life and Christian 
life, 
there come frequently surprising outburts of 
exijerieuce. There come experiences that lead 
them to say that there is a reality in what Ls 
ealled the higher life. 
When the purifying 
struggle has raised the soul into its higher con- 
ditions, there come intermittingly, as it were, 
a light frona above. 
When an 
astronomer 
hears of the discovery of a new constellation 
he 
sweeps the 
heavens with 
his 
glass, 
but envious 
clouds 
or 
filmy 
vap<jr.s 
ob- 
struct 
and 
be 
caimot 
find 
it. 
But 
he 
searches for it until there comes some (ilear 
night, and he sees it, and rejoices over it 
more than for treasure found; but the next 
night it is invisible, and a week goes by, and 
he cannot find it again, but it comes again, 
and he rejoices, and he tells those that are 
In sympathy with him of this star that has 
dawned on him. 
Now there are persons in 
the Christian life that are living faithfully 
and humbly, workingly, but now and then 
there comes to them, a t some 
unexpected 
hour of great health, of radiancy, presenta- 
tion of t r u t h altogether larger than they had 
ever heard or thought of before; some hour in 
which the imagination plays, there comes an 
exaltation of thought in regard to time and 
the life beyond and Gk>d and the saints in glory. 
It may be a little child's hand leads them np, 
that has gone before to be the pilot of those that 
corne after. It may be that it is the voice that 
comes through the grave from beyond; no 
matter what the cause is. 
There is coming 
one step higher, a new birth, more illustrious 
th»n all the rest, though all the rest are 
honorable, and that is the soul's birth into 
Christ-life.

that, 
by

state in which we are in such relations to God 
as that God is our impulsing. 
Our thoughts 
and His feelings are in circulation.

And in Colossians he says; 
"Your life is hid 
with Christ in God."

This, then, is the higher, ultimate stage. 
Some of the characteristics of this eminent 
state are, first, great peace and great tran- 
quility.

and re-echo, are not altogether disagreeable ; 
but as men get weary of the strife of life, 
a thought arises, stül as the star of even, 
over the horizon, "Peace and rest."

man's nerves, but 
there is a peace that comes by qui<'kening 
the tone of a man's nerves. 
It is not the 
I^eace of somnolency. 
It is that perfect rest 
of

soul 
when

hungers

thirsts. 
It is the rest of impletion. 
That is the testi- 
mony of 10,000 saints that have lived since 
the advent of Christ. 
Not only peace ordi- 
narily in the avocations of life, but in ^11 the 
exigencies that try men's souls. 
There never 
has been a dying saint on his pillow that 
had profoundei- 
rest 
and 
peace in God 
than 
men 
have' had 
tied 
to 
the 
stake 
with fagots bvirning the body, so great is the 
IX)wer of God upon the inward life. 
It is 
also accompanied with great synipathy witli 
all men. 
It is not a luxury which one hoardfi 
and enjoys by himself. 
It is not a selfish 
satisfaction that the soul is made to play such 
melodies and choir such harmonieç. 
Emitted 
from God, it partakes of the divine nature 
and is effusive, full of sympathy with all men 
in every direction ; and it also has this for an 
experience, a .settled joy—not as a 
thijig 
sought after, but as a thing which comes with 
moral qualities when they are the 
things 
sought for and not the joy itself. 


It is a love upward toward all conceivable 
excellence, it adds certainty to our conscious- 
ness and indifference to all outward events. 
"The will of the Lord be done," that is the 
rudder of life. 
Rejoice, when every hai-p is 
broken and every organ is destroyed, when 
all the outward life is wa.sted, when revolu- 
tion is in th(i land, 
i-ejoice in 
the 
Lord. 
It rises up 
into such a consciousness of 
the dii-ine atmosphere anrl life and treasure, 
that 
it is liappy imder all circumstances. 
Such 
it 
was 
when 
the 
mother, 
as 
hor l^'.rti breathed its last, 
and with 
its 
last 
sigh 
and 
pulsation 
went 
away, 
iifted 
up 
her 
head 
and 
said: 
" I 
give 
thee joy, my darling." 
So in conditions of 
outward trouble. 
When all the natural and 
lower feelings are wrung, there is an atmos- 
phere into which the soul may rise and be 
utterly indifferent to the public opinion, in- 
different to disgrace, as men call it, inrlif- 
fereht to everything 
but 
self and 
God. 
Men 
may 
have

Indeed, I 
don't think that anybody quite understands 
the philosophy of it. 
I think philosophy can-

lost, it is night; once gained, it is morning. 
It interprets to us something of the life that 
is to }H^ 
It redeems the life that now is. 
Men may call it perfection, if that word 
suits them. 
It is a misleading word.

don't use it myself, 
I don't esteem it in 
ot"hers. 
I 
merely 
say, 
in 
this 
world 
nolxKly is perfect, nobody will Ije perfect; 
neverthele.ss there is this transcendently high 
soul experience which men choose to call per- 
fectness. 
There is this state in which a man 
is a t 
r e s t w i t h t h e L o r d J e s u s a n d r e c e i v e s a 
f r u i t i o n of a l l t h e p r o m i s e s t h a t a r e m a d e V)y 
Christ to His <lisciples. 


Now, may all have it? In some degree, yes. 
It is not to be l)ought. 
It is not to be gained 
by the will merely, but a man may unfold 
his life little by little until he reaches that 
state of mind 
in 
which 
these 
results 
will be produced in 
him, 
but 
accord- 
ing to the measure of the capacity of the 
nature that he has got. 
Persons of slender 
endowTnent, of 
a relatively opaque brain, 
coarse fibered, they can come into this ex- 
perience, but it WÜ1 measure itself in them, 
not by the way in which it is in a genius, a poet, 
a great soul like Fenelon, or Pascal, or Bour- 
daloue, or any of 
the 
eminent 
men like 
Wesley, 
Whitfield, Edwards. 
These 
were 
men of genius, that is, large brains, fine in 
structure 
and 
nature, 
with 
wonderful 
education 
and 
a 
wonderful 
experience, 
going on 
step 
by 
step 
until 
it 
came 
to 
these 
higher 
reaches. 
Nevertheless, 
though a man cannot write 
poetry 
i e 
can read it, and enjoy it; though he, may ^ t 
be eloquent, he is susceptible to eloquence 
when he has it poured out b«ifore him ; and 
there 
are 
men 
that 
cannot 
'originate 
the highest visions and highest experiences, 
but they can come so near to them that they 
have, in their measure, something of the same 
kind in themselves.

their spiritual life the one supreme end 
above every other. 
It is possible, and to a 
degree that would make religion transcen- 
dently joyful and 
effectual, if men only 
more might be found seeking it. 
These are 
what I call God's elect. 
I am not so profound 
a believer in the old Calvinistic doctrine as 
some folks are; stiU I believe in election, 
and I 
generally 
think 
men 
elect 
them- 
selves; and whoever rises through spiritual 
cultm-e to this high t«iderstiinding of himself 
and of Jesus, and lives in the atmosphere of 
Christ, so that the life he lives he lives by 
faith in Jesus Christ, he is God's elect. 


But the church is too much like a vast 
room, with one candle in the sconce, or a t 
most two. 
W h a t we want is churches that 
have so large a company of those that live in 
thi.s higher state, a.s that t)i<>ir joined light 
shall form, as it were, an illumination, and 
their joined impulse of life shall have a cur- 
rent, by which others shall hp, taken uj) and 
carried on. 


In spite of all mistakes and eccentricities of 
the teachers of this doctrine, in spite of all 
misphilopophy, the truth remains («ne that 
is the most profoundly interesting to you and 
to me of all truths that belong to this human 
sphere, you can rise ui> out of your lower and 
animal nature 
into 
your spiritual, 
until 
you 
come 
to 
a 
i>oint 
of 
resurrection 
of the soul yet in the body, and in that higher 
door tier you can come into pei-sonal rela- 
tions with Christ such ae shall overcome the 
weaknesses and temptations of your lowei- 


life and give you peace and blessedness and 
supernal joy. 


Oh, that there might be some here that had 
the ambition of tfeis life; some maidens, some 
men, fired with this sacred heroism. 
Oh, 
that the day might come, when I'am gone— 
but I shall know what is going on—that there 
might company 
together gi-eat multitudes 
of those who, living in Jesus, let their light so 
shine that men seeing it glorify Godl 
Let 
us pray.

The Rev. Edward Hungerford, in an 
essay entitled "Sijiritual Preaching for 
our Times," ' in the Century, 
.says: 
"Science has grandly stimulated indus- 
try by increasing its rewards. The 
prizes of enterprising labor are great, 
often glittering. 
The power of wealth 
is fascinating. 
The suceossful producer 
or dealer of to-day is a prince. 
The in- 
dustrious laborer is rich. 
And the re- 
sxilt of all this is that laziness is ceasing 
to be fashional)le —the nobility of En- 
gland are learning to make themselves 
useful. 
Science sets the world astir. 
The goal of its motion is gain. T h e 
race is eager. 
Hence mammon-wor- 
ship. 
Hence mercantilism, the inordi- 
nate estimate of wealth; the grading 
of all things at a value in cash; society 
graded on a cash basis; ideality sacri- 
ficed to material good; virtue, patriot- 
ism, heroism, 
manhood counting for 
less, money counting for more; votes, 
offices, justice ha\dng their price. 
This 
is mercantilism, the great danger to so- 
ciety ; greater because more subtle than 
nihilism. 
It creeps into literature, 
science, art, politics, the State, the 
church; and here arises the demand for 
that spiritual teaching which fell from 
the lips of Jesus, the antidote for inor- 
dinate worldly care and worldly 
striv- 
ing ; the lofty view of a life which is 
more than meat; God coming in among 
the elements of this world, clothing 
lilieSj feeding birds, summoning man to 
the glory of an ideal kingdom and to 
the attainment first and foremost of 
character, 
rooted in God and God's 
righteousness. 
The cure for the mer- 
cantile spirit is not ethics, but faith. 
It is not a morai code but the divine 
Fatherhood. 
It is not even the golden 
rule, except as the golden'rule is formu- 
lated out of the spirit of Christian 
Brotherhood."

DUTCH 
HOUSES. 


In the streets of Amsterdam one may 
remark here and there a passage about 
a yard wide. 
Enter this passage, and 
you find yourself between a double 
range of little coqxiettish brick houses, 
with a garden di\-ided off by hedges, or 
by palisades slightly raised, and a num- 
ber of little pieces of ground three or 
four paces square, each belonging to 
the house which faces it. 
This is inval- 
uable to the Dutchman. 
I t not only 
serves as a drying-yard for the family 
clothes, but as a i)lace to dry and 
sweeten the pots and kettles and kitchen 
utensils, which are scoured unceasingly, 
and which constitute the pride of the 
Dutc-h household. 
Enter one of these 
houses and you find yourself in the mid- 
dle of a room about fifteen feet square, 
having a front window, in the corner a 
fire-place, 
j^rovided with a small stove 
sufficient for warming and cooking pur- 
poses. 
One or two cupboards do duty 
as pantries, whilst a deeper one, inclos- 
ing a bed and liidden by a curtain, is the 
bedchamber of the father and mother 
of the family. 
The ground is gener- 
ally floored, but not always; the walls, 
eight or ten feet high, are whitened 
wliere the tenant has not papered them. 
The furniture of the apartment is gen- 
erally sufficient and well kept. There is 
no Ijack door. In one corner of the room 
a straight, steep staircase leads to the 
higher room, where the younger mem- 
bers of the family sleep. 
An air of or- 
der and cleanliness reigns all over the 
house, and witnesses that care and 
cleanliness are considared to be the 
first of domestic virtues. 
For a hotise 
of this kind the rent is 50 to 65 cents s 
week. 


GRECIA.iy 
BXTRtA.!, 
CUSTOHIS. 


A correspondent at Athens gives an 
account of many curious burial customs 
peculiar to Greece which lately came 
imder his notice. A piece of linen as 
wide as the body and twice as long was 
doubled, and a hole larg« enough for 
the head cut out of it. In this the body 
was wrapped and then dressed in new 
clothes, and more especially new shoes. 
Beneath the head was placed a pillow 
full of lemon leaves. 
In the mouth was 
put a bunch of violets, and around the 
temples a chaplet of flowers. These 
are used for the unmarried and must be 
white. 
Head and feet are tied with 
bands made for the purpose, which are* 
imloosed at the edge of the grave when 
the coflfin was about to be closed. A 
small coin (a relic of the fee to the 
ferryman) was placed in the- palm of 
the hand. 
At Athens a sou is dropped 
into the coffin. The greatest attention 
is given to this point. 
In removing the 
body the feet always go first. A priest 
came on throe successive 
days to 
sprinkle the room, fumigate it, and re- 
peat certain prayers, as for that period 
after death it was supposed to be 
haunted. 
After burial Avomen are hired 
to keep a light burning over the grave 
until the body is supposed to be de- 
composed. 
To assist this, the bottom 
of modern Greek coffins is of lattice 
work. 
Every Saturday the poor of 
Athens place on the graves of their 
friends eatables of the sort they nsed to 
like.

Ton might as 
well try to bring forth harvest without soil. 
And what is morally? It is living right to- 
ward oursolves and our fellow men.

not only good for men in this world, but it

to bo built.

nnd then rhapsody, yet in their personal 
private lifo they aro so full of faults that 
everybody has occasion to suspect thatthoy 
are not vory religious after all, and this sus- 
picion is generally verified.

In.the streets of Amsterdam one may 


remark here and there a passage abou 
a yard wide. Enter this passage, and 
you find yourself between a double 
range of little coquettish brick houses 
with a garden divided off by hedges, or 
>y palisades slightly raised, and anurn 
ber of little pieces of ground three or 
Four paces square, each belonging to 
.he house which faces it. This is inval 
uable to tho Dutchman. 
It not onl1 


serves as a drying-yard for the famil; 
clothes, but as a place to dry am 
sweeten the pots and kettles and kitchen 
utensils, which are scoured unceasingly 
and which constitute the pride of- the 


leh household. Enter one of these 


louses and you find yourself iu the mid- 
dle of a room about fifteen feet squaroj 
laving a front window, in tho corner a 
fire-place, prodded with a small stove 
sufficient for warming and cooking pur- 
toses. One or two cupboards do duty 
as pantries, whilst a deeper one, inclos- 
ng a bed and hidden by a curtain, is the 
edchamber of the father and mother 
tf tho family. 
The ground is gener- 


ally floored, but not always; the walls, 
right or ton foot high, arc whitenec 
vbere the tenant has not papered them, 
.'he furniture of tho apartment is gen- 
rally sufficient and well kept. There is 
no back door. In one corner of the room 
a straight, steep staircase leads to tlio 
ligher room, whore the younger mem- 
icrs of tho family sleep. An air of or- 
ler and cleanliness reigns all over the 
louse, and witnesses that care and 
leanliness aro .considered to be tho 
.rst of domestic virtues. "For a house 
f this kind the rent ia 50 to 65 oenta a 
reek.

BURIAL 
CUSTOMS. 


A correspondent at Athens gives an 
cconnt of many curious burial customs 
joeuliar to Greece which lately came 
mdor his notice. A piece of linen a_ 
ido us tho body and twice as long was 
oubled, and a hole large enough for 
10 head cut out of it. Tn this the body 
vas wrapped aud thon dressed in new 
lothos, and more especially new shoes. 
Beneath tho head was placed a pillow 
ull of lemon leaves. In tho mouth was 
ut a bunch of violets, and around the 
omples n ohaplet of flowers. These 
we used for the unmarried and must be 
vliite. Head and feet aro tied with 
ands made for.the purpose, which are- 
nlooscd at tho edge of tho grave when 
10 coffin was about to be closed. A 
mall coin (a relic of the fee to the 
jrryman) was placed in tho- palm of 
le hand. At Athens a sou is dropped 
nto the coffin. 
Tho greatest-'attention 


given to this point. Inremoving tho 
>dy tho feet always go first. A priest 
aiuo on 
three successive days to 


irftiklo tho room, fumigate it, and re- 
oat pertain prayers, as for that period 
fter death it was supposed to bo 
aunted. After burial women arehired 


keep a light burning over tho grave 
itil tho body is supposed to bo dc- 
mpoaod. To assist this, tho bottom 
modern Greek coffins is of lattice 
ork.

rates in twenty-five states, aud the pres- 
ence of the agents of the organized 
swindle in eighteen.

ami makes return of operatlous in twenty- 
four counties; from MichigauJJcome re- 
ports of sixteen counties, mostly in the 
tho-southern part of tho state, most of 
thein'iunong the richest and most popu- 
lous, and from ten counties ia different 
parts of Illinois." 


Tho circular warns farmers against 


these steals and adds: 
"Dishonest 


schemes have been numerous, yet. there 
is one. ot more 'hideous mein' than 
many others, emboldened by success, 
still more persistent under exposure, 
fortifying itself anew when driven from 
its entrenchment; it is the .fraudulent 
commerce in Bohemian oats."
